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US rejects 
offer to swap 
hostages for 
warplanes 

WASHINGTON, Oct 19, (AP): 
An official in President Reagan's 
administration says Iran offered 
to secure the release of four 
American hostages in Lebanon 
in exchange for 1 6 US-bnilt figh- 
ter jets owned by Chile, but 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
rejected the deal. 

Confirming the substance but 
not the specifics of an ABC-TV 
report, the official said last night: 
“We turned it off definitely, in 
Santiago, in Israel and here.*’ 

The official, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, railed the 
proposal “one example of many 
in the last few years of people 
offering deals.” 

Another. US official, who also 
demanded anonymiLy, said “it is 
correct there was no deal, nor 
was there any US government 
interest. The United States did 
not and does not discuss deals for 
hostages.” 

The deal, which in its origi 
form would have bypassed the 
US government, contemplated 
sending the F5 jets in pieces by 
ship officially to Thailand but in 
reality to Iran for 5170 million.

rain, and all 34 aboard were 
feared dead. 

Five survivors were pulled 
from the burning wreckage of the 
Boeing 737 after it hit a tree and a 
power line and exploded while 
trying to land at Ahmedabad air- 
port, 800 kilometres (500 miles) 
southwest of New Delhi. The 
twin-engine jet was carrying 129 
passengers and a six-member 
crew from Bombay to 
Ahmedabad. 

Message 

Airport police inspector GJC 
Rawal said the plane made more' 
than one attempt to land in heavy . 
fog and that it lost contact with 
the airport control tower about a 
minute before crashing at 7:40 
am (0210 GMT).

Otaji Thakor, owner of a field 
where the plane crashed, said the 
plane wobbled before it hit the 
tree and power line. It exploded ' 
about a mile (1.6 kilometres) 
from the runway, said Manmo- 
han Singh, Ahmedabad police 
director. 


Shiv Raj Patil, Minister of 
Civil Aviation, told a news con- 
ference that a tape of the last 
radio contact between Capt 
O.M. Dalaya and the airport 
tower indicated no problems. 

“I am going outbound, height 
1 ,700 feet,” Padl quoted the pilot 


as saying before the crash. The 
message indicated the pilot was 
preparing to land. The altitude, 
1,700 feet, is about 550 metres. 

Qne survivor, Parag Vasavda, 
28, said the pilot told passengers 
that he was having difficulty- 
landing due to fog.

“Afterward, ibe plane broke 
apart,”said Vasavda, who was 
thrown from the plane while still

Malfunction 

Patil ordered an investigation 
and said the government would 
pay 200,000 rupees (about 
514,085) to the victims' families. 
He refused to speculate on the 
cause, and said he had not ruled 
out sabotage. 

An airline official said on con- 
dition of not being identified that 
authorities suspected technical 
malfunction complicated by the 
weather caused the crash. He 
said they did not suspect 
sabotage. 


Five people were taken to hos- 
pitals. Rawal said. Three 
survivors were in serious condi- 
tion with second-degree burns. 
But all were expected to live, he 
said. 

Vinod Tripathy, another 
survivor, said the plane exploded 
in the air and again after crash- 
ing. He said he was burned in the 
second blast 

“I can, even at the age of 57, 
run like a hare,” Tripathy was 
quoted as telling the Press Trust 
of India news agency from his 
bed at a dvil hospital. “I contin- 
ued to run, undeterred by the two 
blasts and later, after covering a 
reasonable distance, fell uncons- 
cious.” 

The passenger manifest 
indicated the victims included six 
foreigners — two Japanese, three 
Germans and an industrialist 
from Bahrain. One was from 
West Germany, but it was 
unclear where the other two Ger- 
mans were from. 

“All 130 bodies have been 
recovered. It’s impossible to

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Iraq offers prisoner exchange 


MANAMA, Oct 19, (Agencies): 
Iraq offered to exchange prison- 
ers with Iran, as a gesture of 
goodwill in deadlocked Gulf war 
peace talks, the Qatari News 
Agency reported today. 

In Tehran, meanwhile. Iran- 
ian strongman Ali Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, describing 
chemical weapons as the poor 
man’s atomic bomb, called on 
the Iranian leadership today to - 
‘at least consider” producing 
them for defensive purposes. 

Inhuman 

“Although the use of such 
weapons is inhuman, the war 
taught us that international laws 
are only drops of ink on paper,” 
Iran's Islamic Republic News 
Agency quoted Rafsanjani as. 
saying. 

“Iraq has agreed to register 
and exchange prisoners of war 
with Iran, if Tehran does the 
same," the agency, quoting > 
of a message which Iraqi Ami 
sador to the United Nations 
Esmat Kittan delivered to UN 


Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar in New York earlier 
this week, said. 

The agency, said Iraq agreed 
to the prisoner exchange after 
receiving a proposal from the 
Geneva-based International 
Committee of the Rod Cross. 

Iraqi officials, confirming 
their country's defensive posture 
after Baghdad brushed aside 
Iranian offers earlier this week to 
break stalled peace talks, said the 
move was intended only as a ges- 
ture of goodwill. 

“This is not a concession.” an 
Iraqi diplomat told United Press 
International. “It is only a ges- 
ture of goodwill-” 

Accused 

There was no immediate res- 
ponse to the offer from Iran, 
which has pressed hard for a 
resumption in UN-sponsored 
peace talks, stalled for eight 
weeks because of a dispute over 
the strategic Sbatt Al Arab 
waterway. 

Both sides hold an estimated! 


1 00,000 prisoners from the eight- 
.year conflict, and their release isa 
basic premise of UN Resolution 
598, calling for a permanent end 
to the conflict. 

Iran and Iraq have already 
released several hundred sick, 
wounded, elderly or crippled 
prisoners. But the majority 
remain in prisoner of war camps, 
and a large number are unregis- 
tered with the Red Cross. 

Both sides have accused each 
other of maltreating and even 
torturing prisoners of war to 
,death. 

The Iraqi move came after 
Baghdad rejected an Iranian 
offer to jointly clear the disputed 
Shaft Al Arab waterway of mines 
and sunken ships. 

Foreign Undersecretary Niz- 
zar Hamdoun said Iran was try- 
ing to “pressure” Iraq into giving 
up its claim to sovereignty over 
the waterway. 

Baghdad insists it should have

Americans, Germans 
share Nobel prizes 





STOCKHOLM, Oct 19. 
(Reuter): Three Americans 
shared the 1988 Nobel physics 
jrize today for research into the 
jasic structure of matter and 
three West Germans won the 
chemistry prize for unlocking 
secrets of photosynthesis, the 
reaction that nourishes life on 
earth. 

The Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences awarded the 5400,000 
physics prize to Leon Lederman, 
Melvin Schwartz and Jack Stein- 
berger for work on the neutrino 
— “ghostlike constituents of 
matter.” 

Energy 

It gave the chemistry prize to 
Johann Deisenhofer, Robert 
Huber and Hartmut Michel for- 
unravelling the structure of 
proteins that cause photosyn- 
thesis — the process by which 
light from the sun is converted 
into chemical energy used as 
nutrition by all animals and 
plants. 

Huber, SI, and Michel. 40, 
work in different branches of the 
Max Planck Institute in West 
Germany. The institute has 
provided several previous Nobel 
prize winners, including Albert 
Einstein. 

Deisenhofer, 45, works at the 
Howard Hughes Medical Ins- 
titute in Dallas, Texas. 


Bo Malmstrom, professor at 
Gothenburg University and 
chairman of the chemistry prize 
committee, called their dis- r 
coveries a first step towards solv- 
ing the world’s energy shortage. 

“The discovery is very impor- 
tant because photosynthesis is 
the most important chemical 
reaction on earth and a 
prerequisite for all higher living 
organisms,” he said. 

“In the long run we will need 
the sun if we aregoinjg to solve the 
world's energy crisis. This dis- 
covery is a first step towards 
creating an artificial photosyn- 
thesis which would help us to 
that.” 

Malmstrom said the break- 
through could also prove impor- 
tant in respiratory research and 
studies about nerve impulses and 
membranes in general 

Deisenhofer, who called the 
award “the pinnacle" of his 
career, said in Dallas that “I will 
continue working on this 
3blem. The research is not yet 


problem 

finished. 


The academy said the break- 
through came in 1982, when 
Michel succeeded in transform- 
ing membrane-like proteins, 
which play a key part in 
photosynthesis, into crystals.

PLO wants state

“We admit that two million 
Jews are living in our land and we 
are offering them a democratic 
state so that we can live 
together,” Arafat, chairman of

ian pariiament-in-exile — would 
meet by the end of October in 
Algiers to discuss declaring a 
Palestinian state. 

The PLO leader predicted that 
any Palestinian state would be a 
member of the Non-aligned 
Movement with its own Army 
and policy. ‘'It would be a 
sovereign state ”

Protesting Jewish settlements 


shut down 
West Bank and Gaza 


GAZA CITY, Occupied Gaza 
Strip, Oct 19, (AP): Palestinians 
shut down the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip today in a general 
strike protesting Jewish set- 
tlements, while busloads of 
Israelis drove through Gaza to 
demand that Israel keep the 
occupied territory. 

Three Palestinians were repor- 
ted shot and wounded in clashes 
with Israeli troops, two in the 
West Bank and one in Gaza city 
along the Mediterranean. 

Most shops were closed in the 
occupied territories, Palestinian 
flags flew from electricity poles 
and mosques, and several cars 
driven by Jews were reported 
stoned in the West Bank, 

No public buses and few cars 
were seen on the roads. Freshly 
painted slogans called for keep- 
ing up the 10-month Palestinian 
uprising against Israeli occupa- 
tion. One in Gaza city said: “Yes 
to the liberation of Palestine, all 
Palestine.” 

Imposed 

As about 50 buses filled with 
supporters of the right-wing 
Likud Bloc headed into the Gaza 
Strip, the Army imposed curfews 
requiring residents to stay 
indoors in refugee camps, 
villages and neighbourhoods 
where 215,000 Palestinians live, 
Arab reports said. 

In the West Bank village of 
Jenin, a 24-year-old man was 
shot in the stomach and a 50- 
year-old man was hit in the neck 
when troops opened fire against 
stone-throwers, officials at Al 
Ittihad hospital said. They said 
both victims were in critical con- 
dition. 

A 16-year-old Palestinian was 
shot ana seriously wounded in- 
another stone-throwing protest 
in Gaza city, officials at Ahli 
Arab hospital said. The Army 


said it was checking reports of the 
three bullet wounds. 

In Nablus, where two Palestin- 
ians, a 5-year-old and a 14-year- 
old, were killed in clashes with 
soldiers yesterday, troops set up. 
dozens of check-points and were 
searching Arab cars. 

Blocked 

In Ramallah, 12 kilometres 
(seven miles) north of Jerusalem, 
roads also were blocked with 
stones, and Arab residents dis- 
mantled the barricades as Israeli 
troops stood by. 

The PLO-backed under- 
ground leaflets calling for 
today's strike accuse the 65,000 
Jewish settlers in the West Bank 
and Gaza of igniting violence. 

In a related development, the 
Hadashot newspaper reported 
today that Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres has renewed direct 
contacts with Jordan’s King 
Hussein to try to arrange talks on 
returning parts of the West Bank 
and Gaza in exchange for peace. 

The Jerusalem Post daily, 
quoting the French television 
network Antenne 2, said the con- 
tacts were between represen- 
tatives of Hussein and aides to 
Peres. 

In London, Foreign Office 
Minister William Waldegrave 
said today that Israel is “sleep- 
walking to disaster” in its treat- 
ment of Palestinians living m the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

Answering questions in 
Parliament, Waldegrave said 
many lawmakers who regard 
themselves as friends of Israel 
have pro tested over the country's 
attitude to the Palestinians. 

“The tragedy for Israel is the 
way it is corrupting itself by its 
treatment of people in the 
occupied territories,” he 
declared. 



7 Israelis 
killed in 
S. Lebanon 
blast 

TYRE, Oct 1 9, (AP): A car bomb 
exploded today near a border 
crossing in South Lebanon kill- 
ing at least seven Israelis and 
wounding 1 1 others travelling in 
an Army convoy, security sour- 
ces reported. 

They said the bomb-laden 
vehicle was parked some 200 
metres (650 feet) from the “Good 
Fence” border point and was 
detonated by remote control. 

United Nations sources in 
South Lebanon confirmed that a 
powerful explosion occurred 
1 : 30 pm ( 1 1 30 GMT), destroying - 
four Israeli jeeps. 

“There apparently are some, 
casualties since there are 
ambulances in thearea,” one UN 
source said. 

The other security sources, ins- 
isting on not being identified fur- 
ther, said two Israeli helicopter 
gunships later began airlifting 
casualties from the border village 
ofKfarKela. 

Other gunships were seen 
strafing the fields around the 
scene of the blast, apparently to 
protect the rescue mission from 
possible guerrilla attacks. 

Denied 

Meanwhile, Army Comman- 
der Gen. Michel Aoun, head of 
the Christian military cabinet in 
a dual government, has denied 
Muslim charges that he is block- 
ing a solution to Lebanon’s 
month-old constitutional crisis. 

■ Aoun’s rival, acting Prime 
Minister Selim Al Hoss, a Sunni 
Muslim, and outgoing 
Parliament Speaker Hussein 
Hussrini, a Shi ’lie Muslim, char- 
ged he is an obstacle to electing a 
new president. 

Security sources said four left- 
ist militias were ordered to 
prepare for possible clashes with 
the hardline Christian Lebanese 
Forces (LF) militia in case the 
Christians took military action 
to end the political impasse. 


Pledge 
to protect 
Pakistani 
polls 

ISLAMABAD, Oct 19, (AP): 
Pakistan’s chief election com- 
missioner vowed today to block 
any attempts to interfere with 
nation-wide polls scheduled for 
mid-November. 

Justice S.A. Nusrat announ- 
ced that a total of 1,371 can- 
didates from some 30 political 
parties had been approved to 
contest 207 seats in the National 
Assembly Nov 16. 

However, the two main con- 
tenders are the Pakistan Muslim 
League of former Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo and 
the Pakistan People's Party of 
opposition leader Benazir 
Bhutto. 

Asked how he would handle 
any attempt to rig the polls, 
Nusrat said by telephone from 
Karachi: “I will not allow any 
official interference during the 
election (campaign) and on poll- 
ing day, however high an official 
or officer he may be.” 

Several parties, including the 
PPP, have voiced fears that Pak- 
istan's caretaker government, 
dominated by loyalists of late 
President Mohammed Zia-ul- 
Haq, might use its influence to 
undue advantage in the national' 
ills and four provincial assem- 

!y elections scheduled for Nov 
19. 

Zia fired Junejo’s PML gover- 
nment last May but reappointed 
several of his best proteges to the 
federal and provincial caretaker 
cabinets. 

About half of them are run- 
ning on the PML ticket in 
upcoming polls. 
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Sheikh Sabah 
returns 
to Kuwait 

KUWAIT, Oct 19. (KUNA): 
Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
Al Ahmed Al Jaber returned 
home today from New York 
after taking part in the 43rd Gen- 
eral Assembly session of the 
United Nations. 

During his stay in New York, 
Sheikh Sabah followed up inter- 
national reactions to the speech 
delivered by His Highness the 
Amir Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmed Al 
Sabah at the UN General Assem- 
bly on Sept 28 in his capacity as 
the Presideatof the Fifth Summit 
of the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference. 

Sheikh Sabah also held talks 
with beads of delegations taking 
part in the UN session, par- 
ticularly on the proposal of the 
Amir which dealt with economic 
co-operation between the North 
and South with the aim of 
improving the delicate economic 
situation of the developing coun- 
tries. 

The foreign ministers of the 
Group of77 and the Non-aligned 
Movement during their meetings 
in New York expressed their 
complete satisfaction over the 
proposal 

Sheikh Sabah urged the UN 
secretary general to continue 
using his good -offices to realise 
security and stability in the Gulf 
region. 

He emphasised during his 
meetings with foreign ministers 
of brotherly and friendly coun- 
tries the need for all-out support 
for the uprising of the Palestinian 
people in the occupied 
territories. 

9 killed in 
Kabul 

rocket attack 

KABUL, Oct 19, (AP): A rocket 
fired by rebel guerrillas today 
killed nme people and injured 17 
outside Kabul airport, Afghan 
security officers said. 

They said the victims were 
among a crowd inside a tent, 
waiting to board an Ariana’ 
Afghan Airlines flight bound for 
Tashkent and Moscow. 

Two Soviet women and a 
Soviet girl about two years old 
were amongthose lolled, accord- 
ing to an officer of Sarandoy.-an 
Afghan paramilitary- force 
entrusted with airport security. 
The other people killed were 
Afghans, be said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

One of the injured victims was 
a Soviet citizen, and the rest were 
Afghans, he added. 

The rocket was one of 21 that 
hit the airport grounds between 
9:25 am and 3 pm, the officer 
said. No one was injured by the 
other rockets, but some windows 
were broken in airport buildings. 

The Sarandoy officer said 
some of the rockets landed in 
areas of the airport used by 
Soviet troops but he could not 
give any details. 

All civilian flights out of the 
airport were cancelled for the 
remainder of today and for 
tomorrow, he said. Afghan and 
Soviet forces, who bc3e helicop- 
ters and transport planes at the 
same airport, continued to take 
off and land. 
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Yugoslav leaders propose sweeping 
changes in Communist Party ranks 


BELGRADE. Oct 19. (Reuter): 
Yugoslavia’s Communist Party 
leaders today proposed the most 
sweeping reshuffle in the party’s 
upper ranks since the commun- 
ists took power in 1945. 

Party leader Stipe Suvar said- 
the ruling Politburo was propos- 
ing the removal of one-thrid of 
the 165 members of the policy- 
making central committee. 

Addressing the committee on 
the third day 'of a crisis session in 
Belgrade, Suvar said : “This is not 

a question of any kind of purge.” 

Extract 

The central commitiee was 
due later today to vole on the 
proposal, designed to help 
extract Yugoslavia from grow- 
ing ethnic turmoil and economic 
disarray. 

Suvar said the Politburo 


proposed that the new central 
committee members be chosen 
over the next month and a half. 
He said most new members 
should be economic managers 
and scientific specialists. 

Party officials said earlier that 
up to one-third of the 23-member 
Politburo was also likely to be 
changed. .... . .. 

Suvar, an outspoken advocate 
of communist unity, said yester- 
day party chiefs were determined 
to end mounting disputes bet- 
ween Serbs, the largest Yugoslav 
nationality, and ethnic Alban- 
ians in the autonomous southern 
province of Kosovo. 

Militant Serbs want to regain 
political control of Kosovo, 
which became an autonomous 
part of Serbia in 1974 and where 
Serbian nationalists accuse 


Albanians of persecuting them. 

Discussing the possible 
introduction of emergency 
measures to protect the state, 
* Suvar said: “Nobody wants 
them. However, if we entered a 
situation where we have to 
defend the constitutional system 
from destruction, we would be 
. compelled to apply them, as any 
"country would do.” 

State President Raif Diz- 
darevic said earlier this month 
federal authorities might impose 
a state of emergency to save the 
multi-national state from disin- 
tegration. 

He issued his warning after 
clashes between paramilitary 
police and thousands of demon- 
strators seeking to topple the 
leaders of the republic of Mon- 
tenegro.

The Fokker Friendship 
propeller plane crashed in heavy 
rain on a flight from Sikrhar to 
Gauhati in Assam state, officials 
said. 

It lost contact with the Gau- 
bati control tower at 8:53 am 
(0323 GMT) and crashed two 
minutes later about eight 
kilometres (Gve miles) from the 
airport, said C. Das,' deputy com- 
missioner of Gauhati district. 

Shortly before the plane lost 
contact, he said, tbejaflot radioed 
that visibility was zero. 

The 31 passengers and three 
crew members were feared dead. 
Das said. Rescue workers had 
been sent to the area some 1,550 
kilometres (950 miles) east of 
New Delhi, but failed to reach 
the site because of dense forests 
and heavy rain, he said. They 
would try again tomorrow, he 
said. 

The plane, built in 1958, was 
operated by the domestic carrier 
Vayudoot and leased from 
Indian Airlines. 

Vayudoot operations man- 
ager A.K. Malhotra said there 
was no indication what caused 
the crash. 

Rescue 

Officials in Gauhati said 
efforts to reach the crash site on a 
forested hillside 20 km ( 12 miles) 
away were being hampered by 
bad weather and difficult terrain. 

Only one rescue helicopter had 
been able to land at the site so far, 
they said. Other rescue workers 
were making their way over poor 
mountain roads. 

Indian Airlines, the domestic 
carrier, has come under criticism 
recently for its management and 
maintenance record and 
frequent delays.

It was believed to be the worst , 
Indian Airlines crash, but 
officials refused to confirm this.

The aircraft, acquired in 1971, 
is one of the oldest in the airline's 
50-plane fleet. Indian Airlines is 
a separate company from India's 
international carrier, Air India.

.Democrat Michael Dukakis 
lashed at front-running George 
Bush as a man with “no convic- 
tions. no ideas and no plans” 
yesterday and blamed last year's 
stock market crash on policies 
practiced during Bush's time as 
Vice President. 

Bush, meanwhile, tried to con- 
tain supporters' enthusiasm over 
polls showing him building a 
large lead. 

“We’re not going to lighten 
up,” he said at a campaign 
appearance. “I will continue to 
campaign as an underdog.” 

There was no question that 
Dukakis was the real underdog. 
But he drew enthusiastic crowds 
as he campaigned yesterday, 
with aides battling the growing 
perception that Bush had taken 
an insurmountable lead with just 
three weeks until the Nov 8 elec- 


tion. 

Dukakis focused on economic 
issues and portrayed Bush as the 
candidate of the wealthy. 

Care 

“George Bush cares about the 
people on easy street,” Dukakis 
said. “I care about the people on 
main street He’s on their side. 
I’m on your side." 

Dukakis also brought up the 
huge stock-market drop that 
occurred one year ago today. 

“The trade deficit had 
soared,” he said. “Republican 
policies ofborrow and spend and 
borrow and spend had done the 
damage.” 

He pledged to eliminate the 
5150 billion trade deficit In four 
years by putting more emphasis 
on research. He said Bush woul- 
dn't talk about his plans. 

“He's got the flags and 
balloons, but no convictions, no 


ideas and no plans, Dukakis 
said. 

The Democrat’s aides dis- 
puted an NBC-Wall Street Jour- 
nal poll showing Bush with a 17- 
point lead, his largest of the cam- 
paign. They pointed instead to 
other polls indicating about half 
that margin. 

Bush yesterday invoked the 
memory of Winston Churchill at 
the Westminster college where 
Churchill delivered his 1946 
“iron curtain" speech warning of 
Soviet expansionism in Eastern 
Europe. 

Realism 

Bush said the demarcation 
between East and West is now “a 
rusting curtain.” He said that if 
elected he would be wary of 
Soviet intentions, despite what 
he called more enlightened 
leadership under Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 


“Now is not the time to aban- 
don realism .about what moves 
the Soviet Union.” Bush said. 

The Dukakis campaign dis- 
patched dozens of workers from 
his national headquarters in Bos- 
ton into the field, along with 
more than 1 .300 new volunteers 
from Washington. The cam- 
paign said 60 per cent of the 
headquarters staff was being 
assigned to campaign duties in 
target stales. 

Among the other volunteers 
are students, congressional aides 
and Washington attorneys tak- 
ing leaves for the final three 
weeks of the campaign. 

Public polls ranged from bad 
to worse for Dukakis, though his 
aides pointed to what they said 
was a New Harris poll putting the 
gap at nine points. Two other 
surveys found similar Bush 
leads.

JOHANNESBURG, Oct 19. 
(Reuter): Three South African 
political prisoners walked to 
freedom today after a five-week 
sit-in at the US consulate in 
Johannesburg. 

The runaway anti-apartheid 
activists, Murphy Morobe, 
Mohammed Valli and Vusi 
Khanyile, announced they were 
testing a government assurance 
that they would not be re-arres- 
ted. 

Armed police watched the trio 
leave the consulate's 1 Lth floor 
offices but made no attempt to 
detain or question them as they 
walked onto the pavements of 
central Johannesburg. 

They were greeted by hun- 
dreds of jubilant supporters 
chanting “Amandla” (power) 
and spilling onto the streets. 

“It is not without apprehen- 
sion that we have left the con- 
sulate,” the group said in a 
statement. “We realise we could 
be re-detained or given harsh 
banning orders.” 

Sanctuary 

The three were among hun- 
dreds held without trial in South 
Africa. They sought sanctuary at 
the consulate after escaping from 
guards while being treated at 
JQKaifflHburg ho^fsfl'Bif Stept 

l a Tfctd^ a >nxioiiri 
dntftfn&tic'.^ug of war.wiih 
Washington, tried to defuse the 
affair by pledging that the group 
would not be re-arrested. It said 
the government had been about 
to release them. 

Morobe and Valli. prominent 
figures in South Africa's main 
anti-apartheid coalition, the 
United Democratic Front 
(UDF), had been in detention for 
14 months. 

Khanyile, chairman of the 
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national education crisis com- 
mittee which campaigns against 
segregated schooling, had been 
held since Dec 1986. 

For weeks, the trio refused lo 
leave the consulate, saying 
Pretoria had broken its word in 
the past and could not be trusted 
to keep its pledge. 

The deadlock was broken after 
jailed nationalist leader Nelson 
Mandela sent a message advising 
them to rejoin the grassroots 
anti-apartheid struggle, they told 
a pews conference at Johannes- 
burg’s Wirwatersrand Univer- 
sity. 

Banning 

Dozens of South Africa's best- 
known anti-apartheid campaig- 
ners. some defying banning 
orders, turned up for an 
emotional reunion at the cam- 
pus. 

Morobe said at one stage 
Pretoria had given the three an 
offer of going into exile but Man- 
dela had advised against this. 

“We realised ourselves. The 
South African government did 
not release us,''Morobe said. 

The trio said the sit-in was 
mainly to highlight the plight of 
1,300 government opponents 
still detained under a state of 
emergency imposed to quell 
black protest- Since the emer- 
gency was declared in June.. 1 986. 
an estimated- 30. 000 -people have 
been held without trial for vary- 
ing periods. 

Morobe said the group's 
major task now was to continue 
to fight for the release of other 
detainees.

ROME. Oct 19, (UPI): The 
death toll of Monday's Uganda 
Airlines plane crash at Rome's 
Leonardo da Vinci airport rose 
to 32 today when a 27-year-old 
Ugandan man died in Rome's 
Sant Eugenio Hospital. 

Hospital officials identified 
the victim as Umaro Senyoajo, 
27, who suffered third degree 
burns on most of his body. He 
died shortly before 4 am (0300 
GMT) today. 

Seventeen of the remaining 20 
survivors of the crash remain in 
Rome hospitals, several of them 
in very serious condition with 
severe burns and fractures. 

Checked out 

Geoffrey Gait, 31, of Bath, 
England, his wife Ruth. 26 and 
eight-month-old son Richard, 
checked out of the Sant Eugenio 
Hospital late yesterday against 
the advice of doctors in order to 
return lo England. 

The Gaits were the only 
Europeans on the Uganda 
Airlines flight that crashed and 
burned at 12:31 am on Monday 
after hitting three low buildings 
while trying to land in thick fog at 
the Leonardo da Vinci inter- 
national airport.

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Sales boom 
for novels 
of Mahfouz 

CAIRO, Oct 19, (Reuter): 
Demand has surged for the 
novels of surprise Nobel laureate 
Naguib Mahfouz both in the 
original Arabic and in transla- 
tion. booksellers said today. 

The American University in 
Cairo (A UC), which has foreign- 
language rights for the Egyptian 
writer’s estimated 50 novels and 
short story collections, is enjoy- 
ing a windfall. 

Most bookshops sold ouuof 
Mahfouz’s novels, which deal 
with life in the Egyptian capital, 
within two days of his winning 
the 5390,000 literature prize last 
Thursday. 

“His works are selling like pos- 
tage stamps. Demand has more 
than doubled since Thursday," 
said Sobby Grace, owner of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Bookshop in 
central Cairo. 

“We used to have tourists ask- 
ing for guides and maps. Now 
they ask for Mahfouz." 

AUC officials said they plan- 
ned a quick reprint of 10 Mah- 
fouz novels already translated 
into English and an American 
professor was translating his 
major work, the “Cairo 
Trilogy.” 

Before be won the prize. Mah- 
fouz. 77, was well-known in Arab 
countries but his international 
reputation was limited to 
academic circles. 


Eggs low in 
cholesterol 
on sale in US 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct 19. 
(UP1): A California poultry 
farm says it has a secret for- 
mula for chicken feed that 
makes its eggs low in choles- 
terol and sodium, both of 
which are considered health 
hazards. 

Rosemary Farm of Santa Maria 
began selling eggs on Tuesday 
that state officials confirm are 
55 per cent lower in choles- 
terol and 23 per cent lower in 
sodium than their regular 
counterparts. 

A large Grade- A A egg from 
Rosemary contains 125 
milligrammes of cholesterol, 
as opposed to 27S milligram- 
mes in a comparable normal 
egg. and 55 milligrammes of 
• - sodium, compared-? wkh--70 i 
milligrammes in its regular 
counterpart, according, to . 
Paul May, general manager , 
of the poultry farm. 

May credited special secret-for- 
mula chicken feed for the 
healthier eggs, which are 
being sold so far only along 
the central California coast. 
“We have been working on this 
idea for 1 0 years, and 1 can tell 
you the low-sodium, low- 
cholesterol egg results from a 
special diet of the layers,” 
May said in a telephone 
interview. 

For obvious reasons — we’re 
talking with our lawyers 
about a patent — I cannot tell 
you exactly what that diet is, 
but 1 can tell you it’s all in the 
feed, and it’s all good and 
clean." 


Vietnam rejects UN 
Kampuchea resolution 


BANGKOK, Oct 19, (Reuter): 
Vtetaam has spurned a proposed 
United Nations resolution on 
Kampuchea as lacking measures 
to stop Khmer Rouge from tak- 
ing power again if the decade-old 
conflict ends. 

Hanoi Radio today quoted a 
Foreign Ministry statement as 
saying the resolution, drafted by 
the Association of South-East 
Asian Nations (ASEAN) distor- 
ted the realities of Kampuchea. 

"Vietnam’s clear stance is that 
it cannot accept the ASEAN 
countries' draft resolution,” said 
the radio, monitored in Bang- 
kok. 

Vietnam, which toppled the 
Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge 
and set up a pro-Hanoi govern- 
ment after invading Kampuchea 
in December 1978, has rejected 
nine similar annual UN resolu- 
tions demanding Its troops with- 
draw unconditionally. 

Hanoi and Phnom Penh insist 
that the Khmer Rouge, now an 
ASEAN-backed guerrilla force 
land the main partner in UN 
recognised insurgent coalition, 
disband and that foreign aid to 
insurgents be stopped as part of 
any negotiated solution. 

The Khmer Rouge is widely 
held responsible for the H paths of 


up to one million people during 
its four-year rule. 

’‘UN resolutions on the Kam- 
puchean issue have not helped 
resolve this conflict. On the con- 
trary they have created confron- 
tation between South-East Asian 
Nations and the Kampuchean 
parties.” said the Vietnamese 
statement. 

Vietnam, which promised to 
withdraw its more than 100,000 
troops liroro Kampuchea by 
early 1 990. said the conflict “was 
being settled outside the UN 
framework.” 

The annual UN resolutions 
drafted by ASEAN members 
Thailand, the Philippines, Sin- 
gapore, Malaysia, Indonesia and 
Brunei are regularly passed over- 
whelmingly. Western diplomats 
said the same should apply to the 
1988 resolution, due for debate 
on Nov 2. 

Censure 

This year ASEAN has for the 
first time inducted an indirect 
censure of the Khmer Rouge, 
saying Kampuchea should not 
return to "the universally con- 
demned policies and practices of 
a recent past” 

But the Vietnamese statement 
said: “The ASEAN countries* 
resolution fails to bring out the 


found concern and strong 
1 of the world public and 
many countries at the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly that the (Khmer 
Rouge) be effectively prevented 
from returning to Kampuchea 
after the withdrawal of Viet- 
namese troops.” ' 

Vietnam, ASEAN, the Phnom 
Penh government and the 
guerrilla coalition began talks in 
Jakarta, Indonesia, on Monday 
on a possible solution in Kampu- 
chea. 

But die non-attendance of the 
Khmer Rouge, which dwarfs its 
two non-communist partners in 
the guerrilla coalition, virtually 
scuttled any chances of any 
useful results, diplomats said. 

Meanwhile, US President 
Ronald Reagan on Tuesday sig- 
ned with reservations a House 
resolution calling for the withdr- 
awal of Vietnamese troops from 
Kampuchea and estab lishmen t 
of a free and independent gov- 
ernment in country. 

Reagan said he welcomed 
“this dear statement of princi- 
ples” on Kampuchea, but he dis- 
agreed with certain clauses which 
he feared could complicate 
efforts to ensure that Khmer 
Rouge rebels never again attain 
power. 


Roh moves forward 
for Korean peace 


SEOUL, Oct 19, (Reuter): South 
Korean President Roh Tae- 
Woo’s peace overtures to North 
Korea at the United Nations met 
some of Pyongyang’s stated con- 
ditions for reconciliation, 
diplomatic analysts in Seoul said 
today. 

The analysts said however that 
many obstacles remained on the 
road to Korean reunification, 
notably Northern President Kim 
Il-Sung's long-standing de-. 
mands, not addressed in Roh’s 
speech last night ai the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly, for withdrawal of 
all American troops and their 
nuclear weapons from the penin- 
sula. 

Summit 

Roh, the First Korean leader to 
speak at the world body, made a 
series of dramatic gestures aimed 
-‘at ending the tense military face- 
off between the two stares which 
has lasted since theKoreanWar 
ended inconclusively in 1953. 

Roh called for a summit meet- 
ing with President Kim as soon as 
possible to discuss a declaration 
of non-aggression, force reduc- 


tions, peaceful contacts and co- 
operative ventures wi th the long- 
term goal of reunifying the 
Korean peninsula, divided since 
the end of World War Two. 

To help create a dimate of 
trust, Roh pledged that “even 
before a non-aggression declara- 
tion is made. ... the Republic of 
(South) Korea will never use 
force first against the North." 

To facilitate moves towards 
lasting peace in Northeast Asia, 
be proposed a six-power consul- 
tative conference grouping the 
United States, the Soviet Union, 
China, Japan and the two 
Koreas. 

First North Korean reaction 
to Rob's speech was one of 
qualified welcome for the sum- 
mit proposal.

an honest intention to solve

Hirohito vomits blood 


TOKYO, Oct 19, (Reuter): 
Emperor Hirohito vomited 
blood today for the first time 
since he collapsed a month ago 
and was left almost speechless by 
a violent coughing fit, palace 
offidals said. 

Hirohito’s fourth daughter, 
Atsuko Ikeda, said her father 
coughed so much during her visit 
this afternoon he was barely able 
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to speak. 

The secretive Japanese 
imperial household has issued 
only terse statements about the 
deterioratingcondition of the 87- 
year-old monarch but palace 
spokesman Kenji Maeda said 
doctors feared the area where he 
•is bleeding internally had spread. 

Hirohito, the world's longest- 
reigning monarch, spat out a 
small amount of blood early 
today, possibly in his sleep, and 
doctors gave him a 200 cc trans- 
fusion. 

The Emperor’s retainers have 
said be h as not been in pain and 
has not received painkillers. 

Thousands 
stage rally 
in Sri Lanka 

COLOMBO, Oct 19, (Reuter): 
Police fired tear gas and rubber 
bullets as thousands of demon- 
strators took part m widespread 
anti-government jprotesls in Sri 
Lanka today, police said. 

A senior mm tary official said a 
six-hour curfew was imposed in 
the north-central town of 
Anuradhapura after stone-thr- 
owing demonstrators damaged 
at least six buses. 

Colombo police said about 
5,000 people marched through 
the suburb of Ratmalana deman- 
ding the government’s resigna- 
tion and the removal of 52,000 
Indian troops sent to Sri Lanka 
to enforce a peace accord signed 
with India last year. 

Police fired tear gas and rub- 
ber bullets to disperse the prote- 
sters who damaged buses and 
police jeeps. Some policemen 
received minor injuries. 

Port and railway workers in 
Colombo also joined the protests 
which disrupted train services. 

Police said in several areas in 
southern Sri Lanka, banks 
government offices, factories 
and shops dosed as employees 
joined street protests. 

The military offidal said the 
protests were organised by the 
Marxist People s Liberation 
Front which has been blamed for 
more than 450 murders in its 
campaign against the lndia-Sri 
Lanka accord aimed at ending a 
Tamil separatist revolt. 

He said the protesting workers 
were members of unions suppor- 
ted by the front.

KUWAIT, Oct 19, (KUNA): 
HH the Amir today presided 
over a meeting for the ministers 
of services to review 
achievements and consider 
service requests from citizens. 
The requests were given to the 
Amir during his inspection tour 
last October. 

The ministers submitted more 
requests to the Amir alongwith 
reports on their response to 
them. 

The Amir also said overlap- 
ping of jurisdictions of ministers 
often make it impossible for a 
minister to shoulder the respon- 
sibility of an action that is not 
within his jurisdiction. 

The Amir demanded a solu- 
tion to the problem as soon as 
possible. 


The Amir stressed that the 
ministers and other officials at all 
levels should see for themselves 
what is going on in their minis- 
tries and not depend on reports 
presented to them by their aides. 
The Amir underlined that mini- 
sters should personally make 
sure of the seriousness of those 
reports and their outcome. 

The Amir also urged the mini- 
sters to carry out i nspection visits 
from time to time to make sure 
that citizens' transactions are 
bei ng done satisfactorily. He said 
the state's employees have a duty 
to serve the citizens. 

Punished 

The Amir also called on the 
ministers to award sincere and 
prolific employees who serve the 
citizens actively and humbly. At 


the same time offenders should 
be punished because an offence 
against citizens is an offence 
against the entire concerned min- 
istry. 

The Amir said it came to his 
knowledge that some employees, 
to avoid executing citizens' tran- 
sactions, told citizens that they 
had supreme commands preven- 
ting them from providing the 
services. 

In this case, the citizen should 
ask the employee who issued the 
instructions and not to take his 
words for granted, the Amir said. 

“The employee's work is 
governed by laws and regula- 
tions and he has to abide by the 
law which he is responsible for its 
application," the Amir con- 
cluded. 


Bahraini prince 
stronger ties with Qatar

INFORMED sources said yes- 
terday that the Bahraini Crown 
Prince Sheikh Hamad Bin Issa Al 
Khalifa may soon resume his 
shuttle visits between Bahrain 
and Qatar. 

These visits are a continuation 
of his efforts to strengthen the 
ties between the two countries in 
preparation for the ninth GCC 
summit to be held in Manama in 
December this year. 

The Gulf sources said that 
Sheikh Hamad was encouraged 
by the “realistic view*' towards 
the issues between the two coun- 
tries. This view was blessed by 
both the countries' leaderships. 

The main motive was the con- 
viction that issues between 
brothers can be resolved without 
the need for international inter- 


ference. 

The Gulf sources added that 
the Bahraini Crown Prince was 
pleased with the results of his 
talks with the Qatari leaders as he 
was accorded every understand- 
ing and positive response. 

The sources affirmed that 
Sheikh Hamad Al Khalifa is 
determined to continue his visits 
and direct talks with the Qatari 
leaders after realising that this is 
the best method of sorting out 
matters. 

They added that Sheikh 
Hamad is now convinced that 
with more face-to-face talks and 
with the desire shown by both 
sides, the two countries will be 
able to overcome any obstacle 
that may arise any time. 

The results of such visits were 
reaffirmed during the visit of the 
Qatari Crown Prince to Man- 
ama, when the Amir of Bahrain 


Sheikh Issa Bin Salman Al 
Khalifa went to the airport to 
personally welcome him. 

In this respect, the Gulf sour- 
ces said that the people of Qatar 
and Bahrain are now looking 
with high hopes towards fruitful 
results from the new trend in 
relationships. 

The sources said that this co-

Mubarak hails 
Amir’s proposal 


KUWAIT, Oct 19, (KUNA): 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak has lauded the 
proposals made by HH the Amir 
of Kuwait Sheikh Jaber A! 
Ahmed Al Sabah to relieve Third 
World debts. 

"Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmed has 
proved to be a statesman concer- 
ned with Third World issues, and 
we appreciate his feelings and 
sacrifices to ensure a smooth 
development process in Third 
World countries," Mubarak told 
the editor-in-chief of Al Rai Al 
Aam newspaper in an interview 
published today. 

Mubarak pointed out that the 
importance of the Amir’s 
proposals, made in his historic 
Umted Nations speech, lies in the 
fact that the package came from 
a creditor and not a debtor 
nation. 

Discussing other economic 
concerns, Mubarak said he is 
particularly thankful to Saudi 
Arabia and the Uni Led Arab 
Emirates for extending help to 
overcome Egypt’s severe econ- 
omic problems. 

Mubarak stressed that Arab 
countries should achieve greater 
political co-ordination at the 
international level. But be played 
down the need for a common 
Arab military force on the 
grounds that this could be a div- 
isive issue. 

Recover 

The Egyptian leader said his 
country will noL relinquish its 
rights in the Red Sea beach strip 
to Taba, and is determined to 
recover full sovereignty over the 
Israeli-occupied territory, foll- 
owing an international verdict in 
favour of Egypt. 

Mubarak warned that rela- 
tions between Egypt and Israel 
will beat stake if Tel Aviv refuses 
to abide by the binding inter- 
national arbitration ruling. 

The president declined to 
favour either candidate in the 
Israeli general elections, 
“because this is purely a domes- 
tic issue left to the verdict of the 
Israeli citizens.'' 

But he stressed that the next 
Israeli premier should convene 
an international peace con- 


ference to resolve the Arab- 
IsraeU dispute. 

Mubarak said he advised the 
Palestinian leadership to put off 
the declaration of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state and prov- 
isional government until after 
the Israeli and American general 
elections because this will put 
them in a better position to 
decide whether or not to go 
ahead with their plans. 

“We have to wait until time is 
on our side, we better thoroughly 
examine the international situa- 
tion alter the elections to increase 
chances of resolving the Palestin- 
ian cause," Mubarak went on. 

The president said the PLO 
should make attractive peace 
proposals to win support not 
only from non-aligned countries, 
but traditionally pro-Israeli 
powers such as the US and 
Europe. 

Mubarak said it is unlikely 
that 1989 will bear the hallmar k 
of peace, unless Arab countries 
and the Zionist entity take prac- 
tical and realistic steps to solve 
the dispute. 

Commenting on the Lebanese 
crisis, Mubarak said Syria and all 
other foreign powers should 
keep their hands off Lebanon 
and let the Lebanese decide their 
future without foreign inter- 
ference or pressure. 

Relations 

When asked about relations 
with Syria, Mubarak said he 
enjoys strong personal relations 
with Syrian President Hafez Al 
AssaxL but he was surprised by 
reports of mediations between 
Egypt and Syria, whose 
diplomatic tics were broken in 
1979. 

Mubarak categorically denied 
that moves are afoot to mend 
fences with Libya. He blamed 
this on “the irresponsible” 
Libyan behaviour including 
wholesale abuse campaigns 
against Cairo. 

The Egyptian leader disclosed 
that he has spurned Algerian 
attempts to revive relations bet- 
ween the two North African 
Arab states because Algiers used 
“arms-twi sting" methods. 


Warning issued 
about illegal 
businesses 

KUWAIT Municipality has 
warned citizens and expatriates 
against using their private 
residences to practice profes- 
sions without official authorisa- 
tion from the relevant govern- 
ment authorities, a local news- 
paper has reported. 

The municipality circulated a 
statement yesterday saying that 
such unauthorised activities will 
be subject to legal procedures. 
The activities are hazardous to 
the people concerned because of 
the lack of proper governmental 
supervision. 

The statement pointed out 
that inspection raids on suspect 
residences can be legally carried 
out by municipality agents that 
all equipment will tie confiscated 
and proper legal actions will 
follow. 

The statement also said that 30 
houses have so far been raided 
and legal action taken against the 
owners. 

Kuwait prepares 
for possible 
locust invasion 

AN official source at Kuwait 
Public Authority for Agricul- 
tural Affairs and Fish Resources 
was quoted as saying that the 
Authority has taken the neces- 
sary measures for fighting off 
locust swarms which may arrive 
in KuwaiL 

The authority is co-ordinating 
its efforts with other authorities 
and is in touch with the regional 
offices of the UN Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) 
which will provide expertise in 
combatting the menace. 

He asked citizens and 
expatriates to call 4743782 if they 
see locusts in any area. 

In a related development, 
Iraqi authorities have adopted 
an intensified preventive plan to 
protect Iraqi lands from the 
locust invasion, according to 
Iraqi Minister of Agriculture 
Kareem Hasan. 

A higher committee has been 
formed to follow-up the 
activities of the working team 
which has been formed in the 
different areas of Iraqi, the mini- 
ster said. 


Dependence on expatriate 



tv 


THE shortage of trained and 
technical Kuwaiti manpower 
will lead to continued depen- 
dence on expatriate manpower, 
according to Dr Abdul Rahman 
Al MihaQaa, director general of 
the Public Authority for Applied 
Education and Training. 

This will lead to political, 
social and security risks as well as 
an increase in unemployment of 
national manpower in masked 
form, he said. 

He added that increasingnum- ' 
ber of Kuwaiti graduates of the 
university and the authority 
primarily seek administrative 
positions which causes masked 
unemployment in the technical 
sector, bureaucracy and low 
standards of productivity. 

Aim 

Al Mihailan, speaking at the 
seminar organised by the auth- 
ority’s Faculty of Basic Educa- 
tion, said that the national 
trained and professional man- 
power is only 4 per cent to 6 per 
cent of the total work force in 
Kuwait. 

He pointed out that the auth- 
ority's aim is to provider the local 


market with trained technical 
manpower. The authority is fac- 
ing some problems which it is 
encountering in this respect the 
official added. 

He said that the authority 
should abide by its charter and 
goals as well the Five-Year Plan 
to address the problem. Further, 
the study period at the authority 
should be for two years instead of 
the present four — except at the 
Faculty of Basic Education. 
Social views towards applied 
education and training should 
also be changed. 

Reconsider 

Students now join the faculties 
of the authority because they fail 
to gain admission to the univer- 
sity. The authority cannot 
accommodate this large number 
of applicants because of its 
limited facilities. 

Teaching technical subjects in 
schools and having educational, 
economic and social planning 
through the Higher Council for 
Education and Higher Council 
for Planning could solve the 
problem, the official said. 

He pointed out that about 


3,000 persons are working in the 
authority:- However, their - dis- 
tribution over different faculties 
do not fit the changes in the 
organisational structure of the 
authority. The number of 
students causes instability and 

administrative complications, he 
added. 

He raveided that a new organ- 
isational structure will be built 
for the authority very soon to 
develop work and facilitate 
procedures at the authority. 

The authority will reconsider 
the policies of admission in the 
faculties and training centres of 
the authority. The authority will 
co-operate with the Ministry of 
Education to encourage students 
to join the science section of 
secondary schools. 

Students will be subjected to 
evaluation examinations which 
will determine faculties' they can 
join. 

He added that 62 per cent of 
the teaching staff of the authority 
are Kuwaiti nationals and they 
should be provided with enhan- 
ced training to develop their per- 
formance and efficiency.

TWO leading Indian businessmen from Bahrain died wrfwn an 
Indian Airlines aircraft crashed Wednesday at Ahmedabad on a 
domestic flightfrom Bombay to Ahmedabad. 

According to an Indian embassy spokesman hwe- ton Indians 
from Bahrain died in the crash which killed 1 30out oM35 
passengers and crew when the aircraft burst into flames shortly 
before landing at Ahmedabad airport In western India. 

Three of the four dead passengers from Bahrain were reported to 
be a businessman and his two sons. „ 

. Valabdas Muljimal, proprietor of Valabdas Muljimal and Brothers 
— one of the oldest foodstuff wholesalers In the island — died 
along with his two sons, Mahesh and Babu. 

Muljimal was on his way to open a factory for Minoo Chips in 
Ahmedabad with his sans, according to sources here. 

Sunder Kewalram, who was in his fifties, also died in the crash. 
He was a director off Kwalram & Sons — a store specialising in 
garments and electronic goods ewer several decades on the island. 
He is suivtved by a son and a daughter. 

Rationalisation plan devised 

THE Arabian Gulf University, In conjunction with the Ministry of 
Works, Power and Water has devised a plan to rationalise the 
production of electrical power and achieve the optimum use of all 
energy sources, said Dr Adel Nasser, head of the Engineering 
Sciences and Physics Department at the university. 

He said the plan is aimed at serving the Arab Gulf community, 
achieving the highest levels of power production and realising the 
region's overall development. The Arabian Gulf University feels that 
it Is Its duly to rationalise power consumption and to refer Its 
suggestions to the Ministry of Works, Power and Water, he said. 

Dr Nasser revealed that the works, power and water minister 
supported the proposal by agreeing to finance if, a move which was 
regarded as giving a further boost to the university's efforts to serve 
the Gulf community. 

The plan has three stages. The first is the preinspection phase 
Involving visits to the power stations and interviews with the 
operation and maintenance staff to compile the necessary data. 
The second stage involves the purchase of instrumentation equip- 
ment to determine inspection priorities. The third stage includes 
conducting a feasibility study tor the proposed rationalisation 
projects.

Kaunda heads for re-election 


Zambia’s future 
remains uncertain 


By Pascal Fletcher 

LUSAKA, (Reuter): Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda's re- 
election in Oct 26 polls is vir- 
tually guaranteed but in the face 
of increasing political dissent 
and economic pressures the 
future of his southern African 
nation appears less certain. 

More than three million regis- 
tered voters among the 7.5 
million population are being 
urged by Kaunda's ruling party 
to re-elect him by a massive vote. 

The 64-year-old president who 
has ruled Zambia since indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1964 is the 
sole presidential candidate. 

Under what is termed as one- 
party participatory democracy 
m Kaunda and his ruling United 
National Independence Party 
(UNIP), voters will also elect 
members of Zambia's 
parliament, the National Assem- 
bly. 

There is a choice of candidates 
in the 125 constituencies alth- 
ough all will have been vetted by 
the party leadership.

NEW HAVEN. Connecticut, 
(AP):This year’s presidential 
campaign has elevated to the 
presidential arena what is per- 
haps the oldest, most intense and 
most snobbish rivalry in 
America. 

George Bush is a Yale man. 
Michael Dukakis studied and 
taught at Harvard. 

It is only the second time in 200 
years that graduates of the two 
rival universities at the top of the 
American academic and social 
ladder have vied for the 
presidency of the United States. 

The only other rime in history 
that a Yale man faced a Harvard 
man for the presidency, the out- 
come was grim for both sides. 

The occasion was in 1912, 
when Harvard graduate 
Theodore Roosevelt and Yale 
graduate William Howard Tail 
both lost to Woodrow Wilson, a 
graduate of Princeton, another 
member of the elite Ivy League 
group of colleges that considers 
itself a worthy rival to both Yale 
and Harvard. 

Master 

John F. Kennedy, the last 
Harvard man to be president, 
was a master at exploiting his 
Harvard education tor political 
advantage. But Bush, this year's 
Republican Candida te and a 1 948 
graduate of Yale, has tried to 
turn Democrat Dukakis’ 
Harvard connections into a cam- 
paign liability. 

Many Americans are susp- 
icious of both colleges as elitist 
institutions for the wealthy, 
though Harvard and Yale have 
tried hard in recent years to 
admit a broader cross-section of 
students. 

Bush, scion of a wealthy 
Greenwich, Connecticut family, 
accuses the Massachusetts 
governor, the son of Greek 
immigrants, of having a 
“Harvard boutique” mentality 
tainted by “liberalism and elit- 
ism.” 

Campaining on Saturday in 
Modesto, California, Bush 
said/T don't want somebody 
from Harvard telling me what I 
can do and what I can’t do.” 

Asked about that statement at 
a news conference on Sunday, 


Bush said he did not want to take 
on the institution itself, asking 
“How can' L, a nice guy from 
Yale, feel that way about 
iarvard? Now come on. 

“I'm talking about a handful 
of people that have served in 
(recent) Democratic administra- 
tions that come out of the same 
liberal philosophy. And they 
know who they are," he said. 
“There's an elite inside the elite 
there.” 

Dukakis has tried Lo stay out 
of the Harvard- Yale debate, say- 
ing his 1960 Harvard law degree 
and teaching stint at Harvard’s 
Kennedy School of Government 
don't make him a Harvard man 
at all. He received his under- 
graduate degree at Swarthmore 
College in Pennsylvania. 

Harvard, located in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, and 
Yale, in New Haven, Connec- 
ticut, have eyed each other with 
haughty disdain for nearly 300 
years, since Yale was founded in 
1701 by group of clergy worried 
about religious backsliding at the 
more liberal Harvard, the oldest 
college in America. Harvard was 
founded in 1636. 

Race 

The Harvard- Yale annual 
rowing race is the oldest inter- 
collegiate sports rivalry in 
Araersca, dating from 1852, and 
Harvard holds a 72-51 edgs in the 
series. The schools refer to their 
annual football contest as “the 
game" and Yale leads that series 
5640. 

Although this is only the 
second head-to-head presiden- 
tial match. Harvard and Yale 
boast presidents among their 
graduates. Still, Harvard holds a 
substantial lead in the presiden- 
tial sweepstakes: six Harvard 
graduates have held the office — 
John Adams, John Quincy 
Adams, Rutherford B. Hayes, 
Theodore Roosevelt. Franklin 
Roosevelt and Kennedy — com- 
pared to just two from Yale — 
William Howard Taft and 
Gerald Ford, a 1941 graduate of 
Yale Law School. 

Adding extra spice to Bush's 
Yale background is that he was a 
member of Skull and Bones, a 
distinguished, wealthy and 
highly secret society of Yale 
students.

Bus and taxi 
services

Recom- 
mendations have been presen- 
ted to the Higher Council of 
Traffic for necessary action. 

One of the recommendations 
is to establish a corporation for 
on-call taxi service in order to 
cover the shortage of such 
service to many important 
areas. The concerned govern- 
ment departments responded 
by executing some recommen- 
dations of the said study as the 
circumstances allowed; never- 
theless we are looking forward 
putting other recommenda- 
fiomThtbexf^tibn.' 

Itis practically impossible to 
provide bus services to play the 
role of taxis as each mode has its 
function. While buses run on 
main roads and according to 
scheduled frequencies and 
courses, taxis give on-call 
service to lanes and secondary 
roads where buses cannot 


enter. But we assure you that 
there is no single area in Kuwait 
not reached by the public bus 
services. Moreover there are 
areas served directly or indirec- 
tly by more than one route and 
for different bounds as the 
patronage size and density 
necessitate. 

We assure you that KPTC 
will be pleased to receive con- 
structive complaints, sugges- 
tions and criticism for urging 
the progress and betterment of 
public transport services.

ATHENS, (Reuter): When 

Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou went abroad for 
heart surgery in August he left his 
wife behind and took an airline 
stewardess half his age for com- 
pany. 

Since then the Greek public 
often appears more concerned 
with the prime minister's affairs 
of the heart than with his 
physical condition. 

Almost no day passes without 
an array of front-page stories on 
the 69-year-old prime minister 
and air hostess Dimitra Liani, 
who has become his constant 
companion. 

While he was awaiting surgety 
in London, members of his 
Socialist government appeared 
at first to hope the tall, shapely 
blonde at his bedside would go 
unnoticed. 

But a photograph of the cou- 
ple holding hands in the hospital 
garden dashed such hopes. The 
relationship dominates conver- 
sations ana has cast its shadow 
over the political scene. 

One newspaper has dubbed 
34-year-old Liani as “the

national mistress", others refer 
to the “national love affair." 
Everyone now knows her as 
“Mimi", the pet name used by 
Papandreou. 

Now, as he recovers in a Lon- 
don hotel from an operation on 
Sept 30 for a replaced heart valve 
and three heart by-passes, the 
nation awaits the next instalment 
— the couple’s return. 

Where will Liani live? How 
often will she appear with the 
prime minister? Will she cam- 
paign with him in the forthcom- 
ing national election? Will he 
marry her? 

Papandreou announced from 
his hospital bed that he would 
divorce his American wife of 37 
years when he returned. 

Liani has sometimes been cast 
as the loyal Greek woman tend- 
ing to the stricken prime mini- 
ster. But with his homecoming 
near, newspapers are again put- 
ting her in tbe role of the wo man

whose temptations led an ageing 
prime minister to folly. 

“We always knew Papan- 
dreou to be egocentric, 
ambitious and even careless con- 
cerning political matters but 
until now we had not said he was 
ridiculous," said Eleni Vlachou, 
political columnist for the res- 
pected opposition newspaper 
Kathimerini.

Message

He forged the party from the 
political wreckage in Greece 
after the collapse of the military 
junta which seized power and 
ruled from 1967 to 1 S74. 

A charismatic speaker noted 
for his unpredictable political 
turns, Papandreou capitalized 
on fierce anti- American sen- 
timent and a widespread yearn- 
ing for political change to help 
Pasok win easy victories in 1981 
and 1985. 

Attacks 

But the main opposition 
leader Constantine Mitsotakis 
seems to sense his moment may 
have come and has recently laun- 
ched a series of blistering attacks 
on the Socialist government. 

He has blasted Papandreou 's 
long absence, and likely lengthy 
convalescence. 

“The non-existence of a gov- 
ernment at a time when major 
problems exist, such as the econ- 
omy, Greek-Turitish relations, 
the (Greek) European Economic 
Community, presidency and 
negotiations on US bases, 
requires immediate and respon- 
sible attention,” he said recently. 

Mitsotakis, who leads the cen- 
tre-right New Democracy Party, 
has demanded immediate elec- 
tions. Under parliamentary rules 
he cannot seek a confidence vote 
in parliament until December. 

A public opinion poll last 
month showed New Democracy 
with 38.2 percent of the vote if an 
election were held now, Pasok 
with 27.7 and the Communist 
Party with 12.9. 

Despite the uncertainty, many 
commentators remain cautious 
about writing off the prime mini- 
ster.

I LONDON, (UPI): If Con- 
I servative Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher hangs onto her 
job to the year 2000 and beyond, 
she could owe a great deal of 
thanks to her enemies, the 
opposition Labour Party. 

Thatcher, who turned 63 
Thursday, already bas beaten the 
Labourites three times in nine 
years — tbe longest single reign 
by a British prime minis ter since 
that of stodgy old Lord Liver- 
pool in the early 19th century — 
and her end is not in sight. 

It is not that the so-called 
“Iron Lady” is herself all that big 
a hit. A poll this month in the 
Conservative-leaning Sunday 
Telegraph newspaper indicated 
Thatcher is personally’ less 
popular than Labour Party 
leader Neil Kinnock, whom she 
trounced at the ballot box last 
year. 

Evils 

Rather, in the eyes of many 
voters, it is a choice between the 
lesser of two evils, underscored 
by Labour's penchant — largely 
with the help of what political 

E undits describe as its “loony 
ft” wing — for shooting itself in 
rhefooL 

The opposition party's latest 
self-inflicted debacle came at its 
annual conference last week 
when delegates led by the Trans- 
port and General Workers 
Union overrode Kinnock and 
reaffirmed Labours commit- 
ment to unilateral nuclear disar- 
mament ~ a policy voters at gen- 
eral elections have overwhelm- 
ingly rejected three times since 

Political analysts are nearly 
unanimous in the view that 
unjess Labour turns its back on 
unilateralism between now and 
the next election that the prime 
minister has to call by mid- 1992. 
it faces an almost certain defeat 
that would open the door wide 
for a Thatcher government 
march into the 21st cent- uy. 

Labour problems mn deeper 
than unilateralism. Labour-

Thatcher has her own 
problems. Britain's unem- 
ployment, although down sig- 
nificantly since the start of the 
decade, is still running at about 
2.3 million people and nearly half 
of those have been out of work 
for more than a year. 

Inflation is again be ginning to 
creep toward 6 per cent, violent 
crime is up, construction ofhous- 
ing for the poor has reached 
nearly a standstill, and major 
opposition is afoot to her moves 
to tax every adult at the local 
level — a "poll tax” — as a sub- 
stitute for taxation based on 
residences. 

inflation 

Trouble for the prime minis ter ^ 
could come from another angle,- ' 
from the more than a quarter of 
today’s electorate that is not old 
enough to remember the double- 
digit inflation, rampant onion 
disruption and soaring unem- 
ployment that put her in office at 
10 Downing Street in the first 
place. 

For all that, Thatcher still 
appears unbeatable, at least in 
the foreseeable future and in rig- 
nificant part as a result of 
Labour’s shambles — inter- 
necine squabbling, a leader who • 
cannot unite his own party, a ' 
party that refuses to learn from 
defeat . .

Cautious comeback for ‘Muslim socials’

AFTER Deedar-e-Yaar and its 
costly failure, producers were 
generally reluctant to take up 
films laid against a Muslim 
background and depicting its 
social-cultural-religious as- 
pects. They assumed that 
> romantic films of this type were 
no longer accepted by the 
public. Tbe failure of Yeh Ishk 
Nahiu Aasan was a further 
dampner and the success of 
Nikah was attributed to it being 
in the different genre of 
problem films. 

Thus producer Raj Khosla 
decided to add his favourite 
suspense angle to this romantic 
and domestic framework. He 
picked up a story from Abid 
Surti, added a dash of Woman 
in White and dressed it up with 
the Nawabi lifestyle ana cul- 
ture. 

The result is Naqab which 
has flowery dialogue by Rahi 
Masoom Raza, excellent lyrics 
by the recently-deceased 
Farukh Kaiser, and the 
unusual talent of Kamaal Mak- 
hdoom. provides background 
music. 

Naqab is leading among! the 
new crop or Muslim socials and 
it has turned out to be a delight-- 
ful film with a touch of pathos 
at the end. 

At first, the feminine 
“parch" or veil on the face 
creates some complications 
and fuels the romance between 
Rishi Kapoor and Farha. He 
sees a girl on the road and wants 
to know more about her, but 
she mysteriously disappears. 

In the Nawab's haveli, Rishi 
sees the same girl and is won- 
der-struck. When he says he's 
already met her, they think he's 
a little crazy. Farha complains 
to her grandpa Amjad Khan 
but when Rishi explains the 
reality to him. he avoids the 
topic. 

Frequent meetings by the 
photographer Rishi makes 
Farha fall in love' with him. On 
Eid day, there isa ‘qawalli' to be 
held in the haveli but the main

singer fails io turn up. So Farha 
with the willing nod of Amjad 
asks Rishi to sing. He takes the 
opportunity of declaring his 
love in the poetic form. Thegirl 
wants a further test of his real 
feelings, and sends her -faithfUl 
maid Gouri (Jamuna) to entice 
him. But he passes the test and 
the love bond between the two 
is crystallised. 

Enter the bad elements, in 
the form of Bindu and her 
brother Vyjayendra. They are 
relatives of Nawab Sabab and 
have an eye on his property. 
The simple way is to get the boy 
married to Farba and the 
Nawab happily accepts the 
proposal. But the girl revolts 
and tells grandpa of her real 
love. 

Sorrow 

He argues that the hero is not 
of their class and his refusal to 
Bindu would make the Nawab 
break his promise, and he 
would prefer to die instead. See- 
ing the dilemma, noble Rishi 
himself sacrifices his love and 
asks Farha to marry Vyjayen- 
dra. But after this forced 
marriage, she becomes a victim 
of tyranny by her husband who 
taunts her about her first love. 

Rishi takes to the bottle to 
drown his sorrows. But when 
he hears of Far ha's suffering 


and the pressure on her to get 
the Nawab's property trans- 
ferred, he rushes to her village. 
Here he sees the mystery nrl 
with Farba’s face again. She 
now takes him into confidence 
and admits that Vyjayendra 
had first married her, to save 
himself from a bank fraud and 
then kept her confined in a cell. 
The two girls are actually the 
daughters of the Nawab's son.; 
Now they save the real Farha 
and send the other girl to take 
her place in the husband's 
house. 

The twin sister Ashiya man- 
ages to fool Vyjayendra about 
the estate papers after which 
‘she poisons him as well as her- 
self. Rishi and Farha rush with 
tbe Nawab to the village where 
the girl is about to die. Her last 
wish is that her grandfather call 
her a daughter and give her 
’ respectability. Her sacrifice 
leads to a happy end. The treat- 
ment of Naqab has given it a 
delicate flavour, though it does 
not address any problem issues. 

A different effort in that res- 
pect is Razia based on Ram 
Benpuri's Kalam Ke Jadoogar 
which won an award of the 
state Sahitya Akademi. It has 
been directed by Brij Bh.ushan 
for producer Satish Saluja, and 
scripted with dialogue by Rahi 


Masoom i^aza. It is a tale of 
caste and community conflicts 
* and examines the problems, of 
a Hindu boy and a JVC uslim girl 
who love each other and also 
the villainy of the higher caste 
Thakurs against Hindu untou- 
chables. 

Shekhar Suman is a decent- 
'■ boy from a Hindu landlord’s 
family, though his elder 
brother is as evil as evil could 
be. Shekhar loves Razia (Anita 1 
Kanwar) from childhood, 
though they know it is an 
impossible dream. As in Ach- 
boot Kenya made years ago 
with Ashok Kumar and Devika 
Rani, Shekhar and Razia are 
married off to partners of then- 
own religions. Shekhar's 
brother becomes a despot sup- 
ported by a corrupt untoucha- 
ble. 

Recall 

Whenever Shekhar visits the 
village. he meets Razia and they 
recall the happy days. They 

S ow older and become more 
slant. A fight breaks out bet- 
ween the upper and lower caste 
Hindus. Shekhar's brother 
attacks them and burns their 
houses. Razia and her husband 
die in this fire, but their daugh- 
ter is saved. Shekhar is very 
pained by all this and he 
declares that being childless he 


will adopt Razia’s daughter. 
This is strongly opposed by tbe 
Thakurs and as Shekhar is 
going away, from the village 
with the little girl, the goons 
attack him and he dies. 

This is a strong comment on 
futile human barriers. But since 
the film has a small set-up and is 
not very well-made, it has not 
been bought by any other dis- 
tributor, and its story value has 
been wasted.Perhaps it may 
end up on TV. But there are 
other films with a Muslim 
background that bank on the 
romantic angle and are fast 
nearing completion. The oldest 
is Jaan-e-Wafa directed by 
Rukun with music by 
Khayyam. It has Rati Agni- 
hotri, Farooque Sheikh andthe 
composer's son Pradeep 
Khayyam, malftnrf his debut. 

But tbe unlucky film was 
delayed in production. Then 
Rati declared her retirement 
and got married. She also grew 
fat and now looks quite dif- 
ferent from the charming dam- 
sel of Ek Dnje Ke Liye. 

The film which is a romantic 
triangle is now stale and 
re mains unsold for any zone. It 
was made ambitiously and has 
some qawalis and other 
religious type of songs, sung by 
Azeem Iqbal among others. 
The future of actor Pradeep 
Khayyam has also been ruined. 

Another film with a similar 
title and story is Jau-e-Meb- 
boob directed and written by 
Shah Alam, with music by 
O.P.Nayyar and lyrics by Noor 
Devasi. It has Raj Babbar, 
Poonam Dhillon, Rohan 
Kapoor, Kamran Rizvi, etc. 
This film again falls in the dan- 
ger zone as Poonam is now 
married and will leave films 
soon, while Rohan has no 
future as an actor. 

The last is Padmini Kapila’s 
Mohabbat Ki Parham (earlier 
called Ibadat), which has Bab- 
bar, Meenakshi, Shammi 
Kapoor, Aditya Pancholi. 
After some ups and downs, the 
film has been completed. Along 
with Naqab it may be the only 
other Muslim social to be seen

INDIA’S highest paid film star 
Sridevi and Bappi Lahiri a 
sought after music director will 
take part in an all-star 
extravaganza due to be held in 
Kuwait in December.

True to Indian film magazine 
reports, Sridevi seems to be 
rather professional. Accepting 
the invitation with an exor- 
bitant, undisclosed fee (she gets 
Rs 20 lakhs per film, second 
only to Bachchan) she has 
asked the organisers to 
“provide exact replicas of cos- 
tumes’' she wore in her films.

hand and played a spade to the king. 
East help up the ace, and again 
played low when declarer continued 
with a spade to the queen. When 
West showed out on this trick, de- 
clarer realized that his time was 
up— he was an entry short to set up 
and cash the long spade. Declarer 
ended up with exactly two tricks in 
each suit. 

Since declarer would have had no | 
problem if spades broke 3-2, his 
efforts should have been devoted to 
ensuring his contract in the event of 
a 4-1 split. At trick two, proper 
technique is to lead the queen of 
spades from Han d. Assuming that 
wins the trick, declarer continues 
with a low spade. If West follows, 
declarer can play the jack. If East 
follows, all is well; if East shows 
out, declarer can return to hand 
with a diamond and finesse the nine 
of spades. 

As the cards lie. West shows out 
on the second spade.

Egyptian 
finance firm 
offers property 
to depositors 

CAIRO, Oct 19, (Reuter): Scores 
or investors in the Egyptian 
Islamic investment firm A1 
Rayan demanded the return of 
their deposits today and were 
offered real estate instead. 

Witnesses said about 200 peo- 
ple went to the company's office 
25 km (15 miles) southwest of 
Cairo to ask for their savings 
back. 

Depositors said that instead of 
cash they were given forms with 
which they could seek real estate 
like farm plots, shops and offices 
in settlement of their accounts. 

Company officials declined to 
comment. 

Rayan has not paid depositors 
since a law was passed in June 
regulating privately-owned 
Islamic finance companies, the 
top half-dozen of which are 
estimated to control more than 
$2 billion in deposits. 

The law forced the companies, 
which operate on a risk-sharing 
basis because Islam bans fixed 
interest, to go public. They have 
until Nov 8 to inform authorities 
whether they plan to comply with 
the law or dose down. 

Last week more than 300 
angry depositors demonstrated 
outside President Hosni 
Mubarak's office demanding 
government help.

Traders yawn at crash anniversary 


NEW YORK, Oct 1 9. (AP): The 
world faced the first anniversary 
of the worst stock panic in his- 
tory today with eymrism, sullen- 
ness and the long-awaited gov- 
ernment approval of automatic 
trading hafts designed to foil 
another crash. 

“It's business as unusual," 
said Arthur D. Cash in, a 
Painewebber Group Inc. broker 
and governor on the floor of the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where prices hi t a post-crash high 
on Tuesday despite iess-than- 

buliish attitudes. 

Trading remained so slow that 
dozens of brokers in the nation's 
biggest stock market stood 
around with little to do. 

“If there’s no fire, all you see is 
guys polishing the engines,” 
Cashin said. “There’s a lot of 
people not participating, a lot of 
people on the sidelines. I would 
say the mood is sober, bordering 
on the sullen.” 

The atmosphere in the heart of 
this world financial centre con- 
trasts sharply with the heart- 
stopping. stupefying frenzy of a 
year ago, when prices tumbled 
out of control and shattered a 
five-year bull market that only a 
month earlier had shown little 
sign of fading. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average finished Oct 19, 1987, 
with a record plunge from 
2346.73 points to 1,738.74. a 
22.6 per cent decline. By compar- 
ison, the percentage decline on 
Oct 28, 1929, was 12.8 per cent. 


More than 600 million shares 
changed hands last year, nearly 
double the previous record. 

It was a jolt that shook the 
financial world and threatened 
to bleed into the nation's bank- 
ing system. Some analysts even 
said it augured an economic 
depression, and many raised 
fears of recession or, at least, 
uncertain times ahead. 

Since then, forecasts of reces- 
sion have receded, while the Dow 
average and other key indices 
have recovered somewhat Late 
Tuesday, abuyingburstlifted the 
Dow average 19.38 points to 
2,159.85, its highest post-crash 
close. 

Uninspired 

But many Wall Street profes- 
sionals say the stock market 
remains uninspired, even though 
some of the best-known firms 
have exhorted investors to buy. 
They blame continuing uncer- 
tainty about the direction of 
interest rates and the nation's 
general economic health. , 

The exchange, alarmed about 
post-crash investor apathy and 


joined with other US financial 
markets in July in proposing 
“circuit breakers” — co-ordin- 
ated trading halts and price limi ts 
to avoid another panic. Late 
Tuesday, on the eve of the crash 
anniversary, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission 
approved these proposals, as 
expected.

NYSE system still best, say market-makers 


NEW YORK, Oct 19, (AP): A 
year ago today, the world seemed 
to be collapsing around Earl E. 
Ellis as he battled and screamed 
to keep order in three tumbling 
stocks. 

“It was a very scary time,” said 
Ellis, a market-maker on the 
floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange, where prices collap- 
sed in frenzied selling on Oct 19, 
1987, put sranerfrfius.coUeaguev. 
out ofbusiness and severely stret- 
refaed the limits ofothers: “There ■ 
was disbelief and certainly fear.” . 

"He spent that night in a nearby 
hotel, rather than returning 
home. What really worried him, 
he said, was what would happen 
on Oct 20. 

“Logic said it wasn’t going to 
happen again,” he said. “Emo- 
tions said it was.” 

Anxiety 

In an interview on the eve of 
the anniversary of the worst 
stock panic of modem times, 
Ellis said the anxiety level has 
fallen sharply, but so has interest 
in stocks. Like other NYSE 
market makers, known as 
“specialists,” Ellis is now more 
concerned with the absence of 
buyers and sellers, bis bread and 
butter. 

“Ours is a business of feast or 
famine. Always has been, always 
will be,” the 47-ycar-oId said as 
be leaned against his trading post 
on the cavernous NYSE floor in 
lower Manhattan's jungle of 
skyscrapers. “It’s certainly closer 
to famine now.” 

A partner in the specialist firm 

Benjamin Jacobson and Sons, 
Ellis has been in the business for 
more than a decade. During a 
typical day, he buys and sells 
thousands of shares in Anheuser- 
Busch, Tandem Computers and 
the Student Loan Marketing 
Association, known on Wall 
Street as Sallie Mae. 
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than SI billion in securities dur- 
ing the week of the crash. 

The performance of the 
specialists was criticised in some 
post-crash studies, which called 
them a weakness in a system that 
experienced unprecedented 
strain.

The 
figures are up sharply from the EEC’s last forecast famed mi Jnly 
1, which foresaw growth of 2.75 and US per cent respectively for 
1988 and 1989. “The forecasts tins year are indeedvery positive,” 
the EEC commission said in a report to the 12 EEC states. “The 
economic prospects for the Community have significantly 
improved in recent months” and 1988 and 1989 should see the 
strongest economic growth “since the end of the 1970s,” the 
report said. Its predicted growth rates for 1988 and 1 999 of 3.5 
and 2.75 per cent respectively, compare with 4 and 2-25 pm 1 colt 
for the United States. Japan's economy is set to grow by 5.5 and 
3.75 per cent In 1988 and 1989, die report said. The EEC economy 
grew by 2J>percenton average in 1985, by 2.6 per cent in 1986 and 
by 2.9 per cent last year. The EEC commission said investments in 
the EEC wDl rise by 7 per cent id 1988 — die highest rate in 20 
years and up from July's forecast of 4.8 per cent — and the EEC's 
average inflation rate of 3 percent' will match that of the economic 
boom years of the 1960s. “The success in lighting inflation and the 
convergence of inflationary performances In the (12 EEC) mem- 
ber countries are Impressive/' the commission arid. It credited the 
optimistic outlook to healthy growth rates forecast notably for 
Spain, Portugal, Italy and Britain.

“Iraq will work to support 
OPEC efforts to achieve stability in the ofi market and stop prices 
sliding,” Ofl Minister lssam Abddrahim Chalabi told the Iraqi 
news agency. Iraq has refused to observe an OPEC output celling 
because h demands a quota similar to Iran’s. But Chabbi, who 
win lead tiie Iraqi delegation to OPEC mimsteriaJ meetings 
starting in Madrid on Thursday, told the agency Baghdad's 
policy was to support attempts by OPEC to stabilise markets 
became tins wasin its own interest He said weak world prices for 
oQ were partly caused by (fiscomits offered by some exporters.

October's market crash. Prior to his appointment, Yuen was 
managing director of Citicorp Saimgeoar Vickers Hong Kong 


Ltd. Lee, bead of Hang Seng Bank Ltd, was one of five nonbrok- 
ers appointed to the 22-member council by the government from 
outside the exchange's membership. The appointments com- 
pleted a reform of the exchange’s management, transforming the 
council from a virtual private club of focal brokers into a more 
broadly representative body. The reform followed criticism of the 
closure of the market daring last October’s global crash and a 
bribery scandal that has resulted in the arrest of eight former 
exchange officials. 
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As a specialist, his company 
has what amounts to a franchise 
in these and 37 other stocks on 
the NYSE floor, acting as an 
intermediary for buy and sell 
orders from brokers stationed 
along the floor perimeters.

“It’s “a little too early to say 
the dollar is resuming its 
previous downward trend,” says 
Anthony Karydakis, money- 
market economist at Mitsubishi 
Bank here.

While the US economy is not 
seen as weak, traders are disap- 
pointed that recent data have not 
shown the ‘'momentum* needed 
to induce tighter monetary 
policy, says Stephen Leach, a 
currency analyst for Chemical 
Bank. 

Leach thinks central banks 
won’t intervene by buying 
dollars in the near future unless 
the dollar’s fall significantly 
accelerates. “The central banks 
moll be in if things move sharply,” 
he said, but “the central banks 
are not against gradual moves.”

Tom by 13 years of civil war, 
Lebanon has struggled with two 
rival governments and no head of 
state since Amin Gemayel ended 
his term as president on Septem- 
ber 22 without a successor having 
been chosen. 

Banking sources said the Cen- 
tral Bank halted today's crash by 
selling S10 million at a rate of 
510.00. 

But black market dealers were 
exchanging dollars at 510.00/ 

525.00 in Muslim West Beirut 
after the official close.

Incentives 
needed 
to spur oil 
hunt in 
Indonesia 

JAKARTA. Oct 19, (Reuter)- 
New incentives should be offered 
to foreign (inns to spur lagging 
oil exploration in Indonesia, the 
US embassy said in its annual 
petroleum report. 

The oil industry has been hit by 
falling prices, but producers in 
Indonesia also face rising taxes 
and high recovery costs. 

Indonesia must ofTer fresh 
incentives to foreign producers, 
dominated by US firms, or risk 
losing its position as a major oil 
exporter, the report said. 

Indonesia produces 423. 
million barrels a year. The report 
said experts estimated that new 
discoveries have averaged less, 
than 1 50 million barrels a year 
since 1980. 

Oil Minister Ginunjar Kar- 
tasasmila, noting the drop in 
exploration, said in August 
Indonesia could become a net 
importer in 25 years if the sea rch 
does not pick up. 

Industry investment after 1988 
is uncertain and could be clouded 
by a perception that Indonesia 
does not offer sufficient reward 
for exploration risk, the report 
said. 

If the government does not 
offer better rewards, contractors 
said they worried deteriorating 
profits in Indonesia would cut 
exploration money from home 
offices. 

The government has worsened 
the situation by insisting on using 
its official selling price, currently 
$17.56 a barrel, to calculate 
royalty taxes on foreign- 
produced oil, the report said. 
Contractors 

Foreign contractors are selling 
their oil for less than $ 1 2 a barrel 
on theTokyo spot market. 

The embassy report said 
foreign firms claim their share of 
profits in most cases has been 
reduced to near zero, with some 
unable to recover costs. 

Indonesia’s recoverable oil 
from proven reserves is 8-10 
billion barrels, the report, 
released today, said. 

“An additional 14 to 15 billion 
barrels of oil equivalent could 
ultimately prove recoverable 
from yet to be discovered fields,” 
it added. 

It painted a much rosier pic- 
ture of Indonesia's liquefied 
natural gas (LNG) industry as 
“the largest, roost sophisticated 
LNG operation in the world.”

Stock markets firm on anniversary of ’87 crash 


LONDON, Oct 19. (Reuter): 
Stock markets around the globe 
marked the first anniversary of 
the crash of 87 with modest gains 
today, led by Wall Street which 
was at its highesL since "Black 
Monday" last October 19. 

Wall Street in early New York 
trading extended a rally which 
had on Tuesday taken the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average up 19 
points to its best close since last 
year's crash. 

The Dow pul on nine more 
points to 2.169 this morning 
before easing a little. Ned 
Collins, a trader in New York 
with Daiwa Securities, said the 
market was "giving a good 
account of itself* despite some 
caution because of the anniver- 
sary of the 1987 stampede. 

Higher 

New York led several Asian 
and European markets higher, 
continuing a rebound in world 
share values which has occurred 
this year, although Tokyo is the 
only major market to have 
recovered all the losses suffered 
in the crash one year ago. 

Wall Street is still about 20 per 
cent down, and London 24 per 
cent, from peaks touched shortly 
before "Black Monday” ended a 
feverish, five-year “bull run*' by 
world stock markets. 

Wobble 

'The notion of an anniversary 
wobble ruthei has been overdone 
recently,” a London share dealer 
said on Thursday, pointing to 
calm Lrading conditions which 
contrasted with the pandemon- 
ium of a year ago.

Gulf banking slims down and shares up 


DUBAI, Oct 19, (Rculer): Gulf 
bankers, looking at a new era of 
cheap ofl and tough markets, are 
taking to heart a Darwinian prin- 
ciple of evolution — only those 
equipped for the future will 
survive iL 

“Ten years, even five years 
ago, it was not difficult to make 
money — now some man- 
agements have woken up to the 
fact they have to work harder,” 
said a Bahrain monetary official. 

Recent figures and profit 
returns show the Gulf banking 
community does have a place in 
the future but that more hard 
work is needed to ensure success, 
bankers in the region said. 

Bahrain's offshore centre and 
the busy, trade-related banking 
of Dubai in the United Arab 
Emirates are the best centres to 
take the pulse of the region. 

Painful 

In Bahrain, the international 
banks have had a painful decade, 
first, they are hit with billions of 
dollars in bad loans after the 
Arab oil wealth they had recycled 
to developing nations backfired 


when the debts went sour. 

Then, collapsing oil prices 
wiped out the region’s main 
source of new funds and caused a 
local recession, creating more 
bad debtors in the bank's own 
backyard, particularly amongst 
heavily-extended Saudi Arabian 
companies. 

“The corporate lending which 
sustained the boom years is 
over,” said one US banker. 

Assets 

Total dollar assets of 
Bahrain's offshore banks are 
beginning to recover. Latest 
Bahrain Monetary Agency 
figures show the end-June total 
at $63.19 billion from 58.30 a 
year ago and a low of arotmd‘52 
billion in early 1987. 

Licensed offshore banks, 
however, have fallen to 63 from a 
peak of well over 70. 

Successful banks say they cut 
overheads, wrote off the worst 
loans, went for new business, and 
have developed new skills, 
especially investment and 
private banking. 

The recent history of Saudi 


American Bank is a case in point. 
It saw net profits for the quarter 
ending on September 30 almost 
triple to 174 milli on riyals ($46.4 
million), after a 36 per cent fall in 
the same period a year ago. 

The bank said it set aside 1 10 
million riyals ($29.3 million) in 
provision for the period, com- 
pared with 125 million ($33.3 
million) a year ago. 

Sentiment 


In February it became the first 
to make a market in Turkish 
treasury bills. Recently the bank 
opened a wholly-owned invest- 
ment company in Geneva called 
Samba Finance to offer Saudi 
customers worldwide investment- 
services. 

Banks in the commercial cen- 
tre of Dubai never suffered as 
badly as their Bahrain brothers. 
Long established traders* banks 
such as Standard Chartered, 
British Bank of the Middle East 
(BBME) and the National Bank 
of Dubai moved along nicely. 

“It's unglamorous business 
but it gives good return*:” said a 


British Hanker in Dubai. 

The end of the Iran-Iraq war 
has helped improve sentiment 
The war never touched most 
Golf Arab states directly. 

“But management in London 
and New York would see the war 
on television, say: “Gee, are we 
doing business there?” And 
Hunk they better dose up shop,” 
said another US banker. 

Dubai bankers see increased 
business when the former com- 
batants get round to reconstruct- 
ing their economies.

One is a lack 
of skilled personnel to manage 
the new areas of business. 

“Why should young bankers 
or traders come, even for more 
money, when they know they will 
be stepping outside the career 
ladder of the big banks in the US 
and Europe7” Asked a locally- 
based investment bank manager. 

Importance 

This in turn reflects the rise of 
global trading, which has 
reduced the Gulf’s importance as 
a time zantj linking Asia with 
Europe. ‘^Rre&siahyaifc dosing 
later, the Europeans are opening 
earlier,” said an Arab banker in 
Bahrain. 

Bankers said there was also a 
danger that in an already- over- 
banked region there would be a 
scramble to get into new business 
areas, that tbe number of players 
would again capsize the boat and 
-some would drown in the 
process.

OPEC launches new offensive to heal output rift 


MADRID, Oct 19, (Reuter): 
OPEC staLes have begun a 
diplomatic offensive to mend a 
rift between Iran and Iraq over 
oil production, but their opening 
positions suggested today that 
talks on reuniting the cartel 
would be far from smooth. 

Negotiations on two key com- 
mittees, due to start in Madrid on 
Thursday, will bring the two 
nations to the bargaining table 
for the first time since an August 
Gulf war ceasefire and could 
thrust Algeria into the role of 
peace-maker. 

Pact 

The talks are aimed a t bri nging 
Iraq back into the 13-nalion 
organisation's production shar- 
ing pact, an essential first step 
towards reversing a price slide 
which has pushed oil $5 to 6 a 
barrel below OPEC’s $18 
reference point and raised the 
spectre of a 1986-slyle crude 
price crash. 

Kuwait's Oil Minister, Sheikh 


Ali A1 Khalifa,' made another 
appeal for unity today as he left 
Kuwait for Madrid, but Iran's 
minister hinted that the talks 
could be far from cordial. 

Gholamreza Aqazadeh, 
quoted by Tehran Radio before 
setting off from Tehran, said 
political differences should not 
be allowed to overshadow the 
Madrid talks. 

He added bluntly: “If politick- 
ing continues in OPEC, the ses- 
sion will face, difficulties in solv- 
ing the problems facing the 
organisation.” 

Analysts 

Iraqi Oil Minister Issam 
Abdelrahim Chalabi, expressing 
support for OPEC efforts to stop 
the oil price fall, said in an 
interview with the Iraqi News 
Agency that Baghdad was ready 
to discuss any positive ideas on a 
production accord which met 
"legitimate rights.” 

He did not elaborate, but oil 


analysts said they presumed 
"legitimate rights” referred to 
Iraq's demand for quota parity 
with Iran. 

The priority will be to rein- 
tegrate Iraq which has refused to 
abide by production agreements 
for more than two years after 
Iran blocked its demand for an 
equal quota wi th its Gulf wa r foe. 
The two nations are still officially 
at war, with UN-sponsored 
peace talks bogged down in a 
series of disputes. 

Oil market analysts have war- 
ned that failure to reach progress 
on the Iran-Iraq row in Madrid 
would dampen chances of reach- 
ing a new agreement to restrain 
output at a meeting of all 13 
OPEC ministers due to open in 
Vienna on Nov 21. 


Drop 

World oil markets will be wat- 
ching nervously for any signal 
that Iran might drop its persis- 
tent refusal to allow Iraq to 


produce as much oil as it does. 
Today, prices finned in London 
and New York on the Kuwaiti 
minister's call for unity. 

North Sea Brent blend, the 
most widely traded crude on spot 
oil markets, finned to $13.30 for 
December delivery in Europe 
late this afternoon after dosing 
in Tokyo at 12.85. 

Sheikh Ali of Kuwait told 
reporters Gulf Arab states would 
stick to their oil output quotas if 
other members did toe same. 

But at the moment, OPEC’s 
1986 productibn agreement is in 
tatters and the organisation is 
producing an estimated 21 to 22 
million barrels per day, well 
above demand for the organisa- 
tion’s oil which analysts put at 
18.5 to 19 million.

Bonn hopes to play 
vital role in Soviet 
economic overhaul 


BONN, West Germany, Oct 19, 
(AP): Attracted by a reform- 
minded leadership in Moscow. 
West Germany hopes to launch 
major new economic initiatives 
to cash in on ambitious plans to 
overhaul the Soviet economy, 
officials said on Tuesday. 

A new 3 billion mark ($1.6 
billion) West German credit to 
tile Kremlin signed this week has 
buoyed optimism among busin- 
esses in this staunch NATO 
country. 

“We believe that West Ger- 
many can play a leading role in 
making modernisation possible 
in the Soviet Union,” said Rein- 
hard Krause, an economics min- 
istry spokesman. 

West Germany has long 
enjoyed good economic relations 
with Moscow, and remains tbe 
communist nation's biggest 
Western trading partner despite 
declines in recent years. Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl visits Mos- 
cow next week. 

Reform 

Soviet President Mikhail S- 
Gortochev's economic reform, 
initiatives have fuelled even more 
interest in establishing closer 
economic and political ties, 
Krause told the Associated 
Press. 

Officials in Bonn see broaden- 
ing opportunities for more joint 
ventures and for increased West 
German participation in the con- 
sumer and supply sectors. 

West German firms are 
currently involved in 13 joint 
ventures in the Soviet Union, and 
35 more are under negotiation. 

“The Soviet Union is clearly 
interested in quickly improving 
the quality of consumer services 
to its citizens." Finance Minister 
Gerhard Stoltenbergsaid. 

“This is a political opportun- 
ity that could lead to many new 
contracts- with West German 
films.” Stoltenberg told repor- 
ters after meeting with indus- 
trialists in Berlin. 

The West German enthusiasm 
in the economic sphere is mat- 
ched by a growing positive public 
perception of Gorbachev and his 
reform policies. 

According to a new poll 
released by tbe Munich-based 
Sinus Institute on Tuesday, 84 
per cent of West Germans think 


positively about Gorbachev, 41 
per cent said they like the Soviets 
and 5 1 per cent judged the Soviet 
leader's reform initiatives 
positively. 

Important groundwork for 
expanding West German trade 
with the Soviet Union was laid on 
Monday with the signing of tire 3 
billion mark ($1 .6 billion) credit 
agreement, the biggest foreign 
credit ever extended by West 
German banks. 

Deutsche Bank AG, which 
heads the consortium of banks, 
signed the agreement with Mos- 
cow’s Bank for Foreign Econ- 
omic Affairs . 

Tire credit line was set up to 
finance West German exports 
primarily in the food, leather, 
textile and clothing sectors. 

But West German economic 
officials say they hope to expand 
well beyond those areas. 

An economics ministry report 
said that the Soviet Union holds 
the potential for a “wide field of 
economic co-Operation and 
export opportunities” in the 
areas of agriculture, energy, 
environmental technology, 
medical equipment and light and 
heavy machinery. 

The report said the Soviets 
have drawn up a list of German 
firms they are interested in deal- 
ing with. 

“There is enormous potential 
here," said Peter Pietsch, a fin- 
ance and trade expert at Frank- 
furt's Commerzbank. 

"Tbe Soviet Union has 
tremendous market potential for 
West Germany and other Wes- 
tern nations,” Pietsch said. “By 
helping the Soviet Union moder- 
nise now, we can create the 
climate and conditions for an 
even larger trade market in 
future.” 

Economic ties will top the 
agenda in talks between Gorba- 
chev and Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl next week in Moscow, 
West German officials have said. 

In addition to negotiations for 
more joint ventures in the Soviet 
Union, West Geimaoy hopes to 
reach agreements to take part in 
projects ranging from the 
development of the mineral-rich 
Kola peninsula in the northwes- 
tern part of the country to the 
construction of factories.

AMMAN, Oct 19, (Reuter): Jor- 
dan's Central Bank, trying to 
halt a slide in its battered 
currency, told banks to deal close 
to its posted exchange rates for 
the dinar today. 

“The Central Bank has asked 
us not to buy dollars at more than 
450 fils,” one dealer said. 

Deputy Central Bank Gover- 
nor Maher Shukri was quoted in 
tbe Sawt A1 Sha’b daily today as 
saying: “Anyone who buys 
dollars at 450 fils or more will 
lose.” 

A dealer at Petra Bank told 
Reuters he was ready to sell $12 
million in cash, bin nobody was 
buying. 

“We started at 480 fils, came 
down to 460, but (there were) 


hardly any takers. People are 
scared," he said, adding that the 


decision to offer dollars was 
taken in co-ordination with the 
Central Bank. 

Rate 

The Central Bank set its rate at 
443/445 fils, slightly down on 
Tuesday's 44 1 /443. 

Banks, acting on instructions, 
set their rates at around 445 fils, 
up from around 495 fils on Tues- 
day. 

Moneychangers also brought 
their prices down to 490 fils, from 
S30 fils or more on Tuesday. 

Bankers said the Centra! 
Bank's move, helped by profit- 
taking, had temporarily calmed 
the market, but were divided on 
how long the cairn would Iasi. 

“There is now a reluctance to 
buy dollars. I think they can keep 
the dinar at this level,” one ban- 


ker said. 

But a dealer was sceptical. 

“If the Central Bank lets the 
dinar find its own level, it will 
stabilise, but if they intervene Like 
this it won’t stick.” 

He said banks had to finance a 
total of 200 million dinars worth 
of letters of credit over the next 
three months. 

Demand for foreign exchange 
would ease after that because the 
dinar's effective devaluation 
would discourage imports, he 
said. 

Sawt A1 Sha’b quoted Shukri 
as saying exchange rates would 
stabilise in the next three weeks. 
Banks would have to rely on their 
own foreign currency sources, 
not on the Central Bank. 

The dinar has lost almost IS 
per cent of its dollar value since 
the Central Bank aligned its rates 
with the free market on Satur- 
day, and nearly 26 per cent this 
year. 

Demand 

Shukri said the past three days 
had shown foreign currency was 
in supply, not just in demand as 


previously. As supply increased, 
the market woui(T find a new and 
stable balance. 

He said the dinar’s recent in- 
stability was partly due to what 
he called gambling by hous- 
ewives and other ordinary peo- 
ple. 

“Unfortunately, these small 
gamblers are tbe biggest losers 
because they entered the market 
late and got out late. The profes- 
sionals know when to get in and 
get out.” 


US bridging loan augurs well for future ties: Mexico 




MEXICO CITY, Oct 19, 
(Reuter): Mexico, the Third 
World’s second biggest debtor 
after Brazil, says a US offer of an 
emergency $3.5 billion bridging 
loan to help it over a slump in oil 
revenues augurs well for future 
bilateral ties. 

It also indicated it was 
negotiating with the World Bank 
and International Monetary 
Fund for further loans. 

A Mexican Finance Ministry 
spokesman, commenting on 
news from Washington that his 
country was negotiating a new 
loan package with the World 
Bank and would shortly 
approach the IMF, said it was 
substantially correct. 

“The reports are fairly dose to 
my understanding of the stale of 
negotiations,” he told Reuters. 

Debt 

US officials said in Washing- 
ton on Monday that Mexico, 
which owes about $100 billion in 
foreign debt, had begun talks 


with the World Bank on a 1.5 
billion to $2 billion loan deal and 
would seek up to $600 million 
from the IMF. 

Earlier, the US Treasury 
announced it was prepared to 
develop a short-term bridging 
loan of up to $3.5 billion with 
Mexico, “depending on the 
development of loan program- 
mes by Mexico with the World 
Bank and tbe International 
Monetary Fund .” 

The loan would help Mexico 
with its economic adjustment 
programme and tide over its 
balance of payments difficulties. 

Finance Minister Gustavo 
Petridoli, who was in Washing- 
ton last weekend, was not availa- 
ble for comment on Monday. A 
representative of president-elect 
Carlos Salinas de Gortari also 
look part in tbe talks, political 
sources said. 

A statement from Salinas’ 
office called the loan 
unprecedented and said it would 


help Mexico face unfavourable 
circumstances over which it had 
no control, particularly falling 
oil prices and risinginterest rates. 

“These resources, added to an 
excellent level of reserves, will 
allow the government to face 
external factors over which it has 
no control," the statement said. 
Offer 

The loan offer was “a good 
sign for advantageous ties which 
Mexico intends to have with the 
United States,” it added. 

Relations between the two 
countries, which share a 2,000- 
mile (3,200 km) border, have 
often been stormy as a result of 
drugs smuggling and illegal 
immigration into the United 
States from Mexico. 

US officials said the deal 
offered to Mexico was aimed at 
helping consolidate an economic 
recovery in which the year-on- 
year inflation rate had been 
halved between February and 
September to 94.8 percent 


Though Mexico’s foreign 
reserves are relatively healthy at 
$ 1 0 billion to 1 1 billion, a drop in 
1988 oil income is being 
estimated at $1.5 billion and tbe 
oil-price-rdatcd fall has pushed 
reserves down from S 1 6 billion in 
May. 

Loan 

The US loan offer surprised 
foreign bankers here. They said 
they expected the support to 
boost Mexico’s plans to line up 
new schemes to reduce its $100 
billion debt 

Mexican officials have been 
trying to encourage creditor 
governments to guarantee a new 
debt-for-bonds exchange after 
last February’s partially success- 
fill scheme which helped it cut its 
debt by $1.1 billion. 

Anappraoch by Mexico for an 
IMF compensatory contingency 
financing facility, if confirmed, 
would calm bankers anxious 
about its ability to service the 
debt.

Brave McIntyre wins gold 


SEOUL, Oct 19, (Reuter): Aus- 
tralian schoolgirl Deahnne 
McIntyre, under the surgeon's 
knife here a week ago, won a gold 
medal for bravery and sporting 
excellence in the Paralympics 
today. 

Just eight days after undergo- 
ing an emergency^ appendecitis 
operation, she captured the 200- 
metre wheelchair event for para- 
plegics by the narrowest of mar- 
gins. 

Doctors removed the staples 
from her wound only 12 hours 
before the 200 metre final. 

*T don’t feel any ill effects at 
all," she said, her face breaking 
outin a huge smile. “I'm on a real 
high right now.” 

The victory was tinged with 
sadness because her family, who 
flew to South Korea to cheer on 


the courageous 17-year-old, mis- 
sed her golden moment. 

“They thought the race was an 
hour later. They are really 
thrilled for me though," said 
McIntyre, voted young Aus- 
tralian of the Yearin 1985 for her 
contribution to disabled sport. 

“My four-year-old sister 
Rachel is a real sweetie and she 
gave me a big hug.” 

McIntyre, world record-hol- 
der in the 200 metres, had to 
agonise for five minutes before 
learning she had realised her 
d ream of winning Paralympic 
gold. 

“It was a photo-finish,” said 
the Spina Bifida sufferer from 
Canberra. “My time of 40.36 
seconds was just 0. 10 of a second 
faster than Mexican Juana 
Soto.”
